No one s eemed to believe much of what he was saying and| I 

I T of Florida "kidded” him about his stories. He said that 

the people of Mississippi did not believe anything that Look 
Magazine had printed about Governor BARNETT of Mississippi. 

I I of the Federated Klans stated they were 

not trying to build up their membership at the present time and 
would not untllthe time was ripe. He spoke at great length about 
the good old klan days when everyone was under one leader^ and that 
the only way the klan could ever be really great again would be 
under one rule. He said he did not want to be the leader, only the 
teacher. He said that before! long there would not be anyone who 
could give the higher oaths c>f klankraft to klansmen, because ss 
far as he knew that there were only two men alive today who could 
give them and that one of them was himself. He did not name the 
other man. 


I I approved of the Idea of unity and said he 

would be In favor of leadership under one man If such a man were 
available. 


I of Florida said that one leader for the 
Klan would be right and that he should be an absolute dictator 
of the organization as In th€i old days. He further stated that 
writing letters to Senators and Congressmen could get so expen- 
sive with rising postal rates that It would "be Just as cheap 
to buy bullets for sending messages on to Congressmen." He 
did not elaborate on what he meant by this statement.
